As nothing proved more offen ſive, 
more dangerous, to the Miniſtry, 
than this Clamor, which the offici-

Occaſion, even upon making a Penal 


Lau, gathering @ Tax, or impriſcn- 


ing an unruly, or Stubborn Ele&or, 
or any Man obnoxious to the Mi- 


niſtry ; it became neceſſary to have 


recourſe to ſome means of ſilencing 


ſuch Clamor ; and that the M iniſter 


may, quietly and uninterupted ly, gain 


his Ends, it was found expedient to 
aboliſh all Patriots, and the very 


name; unleſs ſuch as declared for 
the Miniſtry.

meaning Sounds. The wiſeſt Men 


of the Realm have pronounced them 
ſuch; ſothey cannot be worth my Re- 
futation, much leſs your Notice: Tho 
the ſuppreſſing ſuch turbulent Spirits 
is much to be wiſhed, by all who 
with to ſee the good Walpolian 
Scheme compleated. With this in- 
tent, I muſt beg leave to offer my 
Thoughts, hoping they may prove 
conducive to * ſame good end. 
To the Satisfaction of all, that 
wiſh well to the growing Power 
of the Miniſtry, it affords a pleaſing 
Proſpect to reflect, that the far great- 


er Number of the Towns Corpo- 


rate, as well, as the Counties, in 
Great Britain, have embraced the 
new Meaſures, and heartily joined in 


ſupporting them, by returning ſuch 


Repreſentatives only, as, had proved 
their firm Attachment to the former 


Miniſtry, as well, as to it's Succeſſors. 


But, as there are one or two Stubborn 
G4 Cities, 
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Cities, inſenſible of the Excellency 
of theſe Meaſures, regardleſs of the 
Numher of Men who are actually 
ſupported thereby, and entirely Blind 
to the national, or which is the ſame 
thing, the niniſterial Intereſt, the 
ſuppreſſing and reducing them, muſt, 
no doubt, prove a moſt commenda- 
ble, a moſt acceptable Undertaking. 
It is happy for theſe Men, who inceſſ- 
antly labor in the Service of the State, 
or the Miniſtry, the new Patriots, that 
there are but twoof theſeperyerſeCiucs 
of any conſequence; one in each 
Kingdom. It is hardly conceiva- 
ble, at what a pitch of Pride and 
Arrogance each of theſe Cities has 
arrived; notwithſtanding the unwea- 
ried Pains of the late and the pre- 
ſent Miniſtry to reduce them. The 
firſt, I mean London, that dan- 
gerous Nurſery of Liberty, ſets her- 
felf up above the higheſt miniſterial 
Power: She boaſts of a fanding a- 
bove three thouſand Years; and a 
Poſſeſſion of independent Freedoms 
ee and 
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and Rights, above fifteen\ hundred 
Years; and, that as ſhe obtained no- 
thing from the Creun, in all that 
time, ſo ſhe will not let the Mini/try 
incroach within the Shadew ot her 
Liberties, When ſhe has been call'd 
to Account, in the Courts of Law, 
for aſſuming any Franchiſe or Pri- 
vilege, diſagreeable to the Miniſtry, 
ſhe has ſcorned to plead any Char- 
ter, and has always ſet up, and unac- 
countably ſupported, againſt the 
Miniſters, Judges and Lawyers of 
the Crown, immemorial Preſcription; 
and conſequently, Independence. This 
makes her Sons ſo daring, as to be 
the firſt that ery out againſt every 
Meaſure of the Miniſtry, that.does not 
Square with their obſelete, Phrentic 
Notions of Freedom, Independence, 
and. common-Rigbt. This it 1s, that 
-renders it unſafe for the preſent Mi- 
niſtry, notwithſtanding the many 
glorious Conqueſts and Triumphs, 
over all, gained by /ALPOLE 
the G REA, to imbarque in any 
Miniſterial 
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miniſterial Scheme, that is not a 
proved, or connived at, by the CTT V. 
And to this unhappy Diſaffection it 
is, certainly, owing, that our whole 
Conſtitution was not heretofore re- 
formed, and that we ſtill keep up, 
at a vaſt Trouble to the Miniſtry, and 
Immenſe Expenſe to the public, ſo 
much of the old, uſeleſs, and, in ef- 
fect, exploded Forms of the antient 
Government, that the Miniſtry can- 
net cut off a Single Citizen, tho e- 
ver ſo Obnexious to their Meaſures, 
without being at the Pains of having 
a Criminal Information Sworn againſt 
him, having a Bill found, by a 
Grand, and a Verdict, by a Petty 
ury. Nor can he be taxed, ſix 
ence, in the Year, without going 
thro' the Troubleſome Forms of an 
Act of Parliament. Heavy Grievan- 
ces now peculiar to the poor Bri- 
tiſp Government! r.

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have been long expended, to little 


purpoſe. 

The good, old, ſeldom failing 
Maxim, Divide and Rule, wus tried, 
in vain. The People Stuck together 
like a Swarm of Bees; and they that, 
before, were wandering about, as 
ſoon, as miniſterial Duſt was thrown 


into the Air, and the Bells of FA C- 


TION were ring, returned, and 
united, to ſecure the old Hive. Then 
the more modern, and more power- 


ful Means of Feeding and Cheriſhing, 


but, as the di iſaffefted, and di appointed | 


call j it, corrupting, in order to gain the 
wiſhed for Sway, were tried ; but with 
no better ſucceſs. At length, more 
violent Methods became expedient, 


and it proved neceſſary, for the good 


of the whole Community, or of the 
Miniſtry, to Sacrifice one or a few 
Great Individuals. To impeveriſh 
and cruſb, then, became the prevailing 
Maxim. Together with an immenſity 
of penal Laws, with De Veil, and o- 


ther excellent Commiſſioners, to exe- 
cute them, 


Taxes were raiſed and 
C 1 
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multiplied, and Mohogany Walker, 
the Hrate-Broler, Bryan his Runner, 
and other faithful Emiſſaries, were em- 
ployed, to drain all the Banks of the 
City. To this the Stiff-necked Ci- 
. tizens would not ſubmit : But moſt 
audaciouſly, and diſa ffectedly, made 
ſuch Draughts upon the national, or 
zniniſterial Bank, that that muſt have 
become Bank- rupt, had it not been 
well ſupplied from Sir ROBERTS's 
Office, the Treaſury, The Great 
Man's diſlike to the Citizens grow- 
ing more inveterate, it was then 
Judged expedient to cut off all Com- 
munication, as far, as poſſible, be- 
tween the City of London, and that 
of Weſlminſter, and the Court. And 
to prevent ſuch well affected Mem- 
bers, as lived on the Kentiſh Side of 
the Shower, coming thro' Lenden, 
where they might be inſulted, or 

infected with Diſaffection, to the 
Miniſtry, it was reſolved, a Bridge 
ſhould be Built at Weſminſter; ſo 
that no Carriage or Paſſanger com- 
85 ing from the. South Eaſt Parts of

England, to Weſtminſter, ſhould be 
under any neceſſity of coming thro. 
London. It is true, this has not yet 
{ully anſwered. Tho' had the Fila 
Man lived to lee this Project fail, 1 
doubt he would have Tot Pak 
Bridge Built, from 7/; brew: Fort to 
Graves-End ; which muſt undoubt- 
edly have anſwered his Intentions. 
I was determined to touch on this 
here, becauſe no ſucceeding Miniſter 
ſhall claim the Honor of this In- 
vention ; when it may hereafter -be 
carried inks Execution. 

Had this perverſe City been, as as 
eaſily impoveriſhed as Dublin may be, 
the Minſtry need not have been at all 
this Trouble. The Citizens, alas] have 
great Perſonal Fortunes, and the City 


has a great Eſtate and large Revenues, 


none of which Dublin can boaſt. 


Moſt of her Revenues are Caſual 


and very uncertain; yet ſhe is bound 


down to certain arcat annual Expen- 


ces, beſides being, as I am informed, 


upwards of forty thouſand Pounds in 


Debt.

, Judge, by his dwelling in an 
Houſe fit for a Puiſne Judge, ora Gen- 
tleman ; and by giving ſeveral Sump - 
tuous Kntertsininents: to uch of 
the Nobility and Gentry, or Place- 
Men and Penſioners, as will be 
ſo humble, as to partake of them : 
They have Built a Tholſel, and a

Repair, for many public Uſes, as 
well, as for thoſe of 'the Body Cor- 
porate ; they have Built and till 
Maintain ſeveral Quays ; they have 
made the River Navigable : They 
have made and keep up the 
Walks of St. . tepben Green, and 
the Baſon, the Pavements of all 
the Bridges, as well, ' as thoſe of 
many Streets and publie Ways, with- 
in the Liberty; : and they are o- 
bliged, under great Penalties to 


Cleanſe the whole, and to remove 
Nuſances. oc ah

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| And, beſides a ſmall Penſion

- they have nothing, in Conſideration

: coming into, or paſſing through, the 
A Liberty of 'the City, ' from which 
1 Freemen arrogantly, ſometimes, Vain- 
$ ly, claim an Exemption. They pre- 


tend, I find, that they are, by Charter, 
intituled to many other Privileges; 
and ſay, that as they are the proper 
ont of the City, and its Lands, 
River and Harbor, beſides their Im- 
provements, before - mentioned, they 
have a natural, as well, as a legal 
Right, to Pr to all abu, Iny 
habitants. or Traders, the Termgnip- 
on which they may Inhabit, to 
Trade, within the Frafichiſes and 
chat, as the Citizens are burdened 
with Civil Offices, ſuch as attend=- 
ing the Guy, and the leſſer Corpora- 


tions, 
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tions, ſerving on Juries, and the 
like, they imagine ſome ſmall Dif- 
ference ſhould be made, between 
them, and the e who 
are exempt from all ſuch Offices; 
and that, therefore, the Non-fanchi- 
ſed ſhould pay, to the City, ſome 
equivalent Conſideration, for. the Be- 
nefits and Immunities they Enjoy, 
within the Liberties of the City; 
which the Freemen purchaſe by their 
Services. But theſe are all vain, idle 
Conceits, which, I am fure, can 
have no Effect on you, or, on your 
Biographers, in the Courant, the 
Society of Gentlemen; who well know, 
that what was Confeſsed in Court, 
Debitum Fuſtitie, and an Original 
inherent Right, of the Citizens, has 
been of no Weight, in their Favor. 
why, then, could cheſe be regarded? 
They are not even worth->my Re- 
gard, -So 1 ſhall take no farther No- 
rice of them. I ſhall only remind 
you, of what more immediately Con-

Had the Ruling this City been 

left entirely in the Hands of our 


old, Stanch Friends, the wor ſhipfull 


the Board of Aldermen, who never 


did, nor can, ſwerve, from the 


known Intentions of any Miniſtry, 
ſome Favors and Indulgences might 
be granted to the Corporation, on 
account of theſe few righteous Men. 
But, it 1s plain, -the Commons and 
Citizens are grown fo. Proud, and 1o 
Arrogant, that they muſt be hum- 
bled. They now diſpute the right 


of electing Aldermen, and the Go- 


vernment of the Blue-Coat-Boys-Hoſ- 
pital, with the Board, and the reſt 


of the right Honourable and right 


Reverend the Governors of that Cor- 
poration ; 
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poration ; they will not allow the 
Board to elect Members, and even 
ſay, they will never return one of 
the Board, to ſerve in Parliament, 
for them ; and they, impudently, 
claim a negative upon the Tranſac- 
tions of the Aldermen in the Aſſem- 
blies | So far have theſe hot- 
headed Men intimidated the Board, 
by their Tumults, that they . 
not been able to admit more than 
one Gentleman, to their Councils; 
ſo that they have, as much as poſſi- 
ble, weakened the Influence of the 
Miniſtry, upon the Board it's ſelf. 
They now read News Papers, 
drink Porter, Smoke Tobacco, and 
Talk, as freely, of Religion. and 
Polites, as the Londoners; nay, 
one audacious Fellow, has gone 
farther than any Londoner has, of 
late, preſumed, within the Verge of 
the Court. When I attended his 
EXCELLENCY the LORD 
LIEUTENAMNT, laſt Winter, 
-I ſaw this Fellow ſeveral times at the

ndence malt inevitably enſue. 

But leaſt any Man ſhould ſuſpect,

whole Freedom was purchaſed by the 
Blood or Treaſure of their Anceſtors, 

or by their own perſonal Merit or Ser- 
vice. Theſe are ſo far from being re- 


pealedc oraltered,inany Sende,thatthey, 


not only, ſtand in full Force, but ac- 


quire, daily, new Strength and Encou- 


ragement, from Men in Power. So that 


Fay attempt to recover Rigs and 
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Freedoms, under the Shadow of theſe 
Laws, uſurped, has been publickly 
diſcountenanced, and the & uiters, o- 
penly, iaſulted and vilified, in Courts 
of Law. The. very Ears of the 
Chief Magiſtrate are wiſely ſput, and 
his Heart nobly hardened, againſt the 
Complaints of the . Plaintiffs. 
Nay, when one Corporation has com- 
plained, in the Courts of Law, that 
the Magiſtracy and all the Offices of 
Truſt F that Corporation, were frau- 
dulently, ſurreptitiouſſy and illegally 
ſeiſed and engroſſed, by Gentlemen, 
who never reſided within the Fran- 
chiſes, to the manifeſt ſubverſion of 
all Order and Government, within 
that Corporation, and tending to an 
utter Depopulation: thereof; To caſe 
the Judges, the Parliament wiſely 
interpoſed; = an many Cor.

| Vidently contraty to the Charters: to 
the antient Freedoms and Privileges,

by the help of his Honor, Mr. Wall- 
er's Deputy, whe ordered what was 
lately collected on that Account, in 
the Cuſtom-Houſe, to be refunded, 
and that no Officer of the Revenue 
ſhould collect or aſſiſt in collecting 
it; oppoſes the paying it, and has 
made an immenſe Fund and an im- 
pregnable Bar againſt it. This is a 
glorious Point gained, to our Cauſe. 
And what the Society of Gentlemen 
and every good F 22 to the Mini- 
ſiry muſt rejoyce at. For had the 
Proud City been now poſſeſſed of 
this Ranch of their Revenue, in it's 
full Extent, It would not be poſſible 
in a Free Country, where Money is 
the moſt powerful and univerſal Ad- 
vocate, to ſubdue 1 it, It is a little

unlucky for our Cauſe, that there is 
a Judgment at Law, and a Decree 
in Equity, on record, in favor of this 
Cuſtom; ſo ignorant were the Judges, 


1n;the Reign of the Engliſh Solomon, 


and his Sons, of the neu Schemes; but 
theſe, you know, may be eaſily over- 
ruled. This Cuſtom was ſo confide- 
rable, in the Reign of that ever glori- 
ous and immortal Saint and Martyr, 
King Charles the firſt, of bleſſed Me- 


mory, that it was ſet to an Alderman, 


who, it is probable had no bad bar- 


gain, from his Brethren, for 300 
Poundsa Year. Judge what a dreadful 
Sum it would amount to now, that 


the Trade and Inhabitants of that 
Kingdom are ſo much increaſed. 


This is a glorious Conqueſt ! And 


we cannot ſufficiently admire. the 
Wiſdom and Proweſs of thoſe who 
conquered, or the Infatuation of the 


vanquiſhed | both of which hap- F 


pily concurr to our Purpoſe. 1 
ſhould with the ſame reſpect mention 


thoſe eminent Champions, or paſſive 
Vaſlals, 
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Vaſſals, to our Cauſe, who either 
Sciſed, or gave up, other great and 
important Rights, Priyileges and Im- 
munities, which theſe People, once, 
poſſeſſed, and which would, now, 
make them Mad, --or keep them free, 

in Spight to the Society of Gentle- 
- men, and other Friends, or Servants 
of the Miniſtry. Such were the old

the Work is done. What can be

Now I "ng ſhewn the feaſibility 


of this Scheme, let me Point out a 
few. of the many Advantages that 
muſt neceſſarily reſult from it. 

In the firſt place there need be 
no Common-Council ; which tho' al- 


ready made, as inſignificant, and ſub- 


ſervient, to the Aldermen, as may be; 


have yet, probably, often put the 
Miniſtry to great Expence, in getting

a few fit Men, occaſionally, packed 
into it, when there has happened 
to be a refractory Citizen Lord 
Mayor ; as was the Caſe, when a 
great ARCH-BISHOP in the 
Miniſtry, offered Alderman RALPH 
GORE Five Hundred Pounds, for 
putting hirty Men, named by him 
and the good Sir CONSTANTINE 
PHIPS, into the Commons. Thus, 
all Danger of theſe like Expences will 
be prevented for the future, 

In the ſecond place, as there will 
be no City Funds, there will be no 
Citizens Aldermen ; thoſe Offices, as 
in all other Cities, in the Kingdom, 
- muſt, then, fall into the Hands of 
Gentlemen, and then the Corporati- 
on of Dublin will be as ſnug, as 
they call it, and as much a private 
Property, as any Burrough in Eng- 
land or Ireland.” For this Purpoſe 
the Society of Gentlemen ſhould ap- 
ply for their Freedom. It is but.aſk- 
ing. Fear will procure them, from 
the preſent Rulers what they cannot 
obtain by Love, from an. 

Thirdly, 
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Thirdly, tho' this Method may 


not defray the Expences, the Go- 


vernment- are already at, in erecting. 


a ſtrong Battery, in the Phenix 
Park, levelled directly at the City; 
which was, no doubt, before my 
Proje& was made public, a moſt ex- 
cellent Scheme, and ſuch as the 
Grand Monat ch himſelf might boaſt 


of; yet it may, certainly, ſave the 


Expence of the Ammunition, that 


may ſome time or other, neceſſa- 


nly, be expended upon it. 
Fourthly, My Plan muſt reſtore 
many an uſeleſs Piece of Ground, 
about that Town, to ſome real Uſe. 
I grant, that if St. Szephen's Green, 
and the Walks of the Baſon, were 
kept only ſor the Nobility and Gen- 
try, and thoſe who enjoy honorable 
Places, under the Crown, or Penſi- 
ons, from the Public, it would be 
proper and neceſſary to keep them 
up, in. the higheſt Beauty and Repair; 
but when every body knows, that the 


meaneft, proud Citizen takes his Wife, 


or other Utenſil, and walks there, 


with 
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with the Aſſurance of a Place-man, 
Penſioner, Judge, or Gentleman, it 
is high time to reduce them. 80 
that the former may be laid out for 
Buildings, to as good Purpoſe, as the 
old Bolling- green was; in the mean 
time, by a few Illuminations, ſome 
Cocks of Hay, ſome Tents, a Band of 
Muſic, and a Guard to keep off 
the Citizens and other Mob, it may 
ſerve to entertain the N obility and 
Gentry, in the new Taſte of a aocturnal 
Ridotto al Freſco; and the latter 
may make a good Fiſh Pond, for 
the Maſter of the Royal Hoſpital, 

if it ſhould not be found more neceſ- 

ſary to accommodate the Mafter of 
the Work-Houſe, with a Bath and 
Walks, to compleat that growing He- 
raglio. Moreover, the Tholſel, being 
_now uſeleſs, will ſerve for a Guard- 
Houle, and the Ma, yoralty Houſe 
may accommodate ee modeſt Puiſ 


ne Judge, or a Deputy Commiſſioner 
of the Revenue. 


F ifthly and laſtly ; whatever 


may be my Fate, I nit rejoyce to 
think what Honors and Advantages 


. muſt 
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muſt accrue to you, and the Society 
of Gentlemen, from giving the. firſt 
riſe to, and carrying this excellent 
Project into Execution. 

In the firſt place, you will Ns 
obtain all the Honors the City have to 
confer. Fhe preſent Sage Rulert, well 
practiſed in Kiſſing the Rod, will in⸗ 
vite you to every Feaſt. Then they 


will ſupplicate you, moſt hurnbly, and 


earneſtly, as they have done all the fo- 

reign, great. Men, ſent to ruli them, 
to accept your Freedom in a Gold- 
Box. And tho' the Freedom is, at 
preſent, of no great Value, Yet the 

Gold is, almoſt; as good, as ours; and. 
belides, one cannot be puniſhed fop 
taking ever ſo much of it, in this way. 
In the next place, it is a trite Re- 
mark, that when any Juuge, Com- 
miſſioner, or other O 2 ſent from 
England, makes himſelf extremely 
hateful to the People of Ireland, that 
is always deemed ſo full a Proof of his 
Merit and Services, that he is ſure of 
being promoted to a more exalted 
Station in England.
